Rescue work at St.

MILITARY 
CODE FOR 
WOMEN 


Now that members of 
the A.T.S. and the W.A.- 
A.F. are to be given full 
Army and Air Force 
status, a code of regula- 
tions is being worked out 
and will be presented to 
Parliament shortly. 


The new status was announced 
to the House of Commons by the 
War Minister, Capt. Margesson, 
and the Under-Secretary for Air, 
Capt. Balfour. 


Regulations being prepared by 
the War Office and the Air Min- 
istry will define which sections 
of the Army Act will be appli- 
cable to women. Such questions 
as saluting between men- and 
women in uniform, right of re- 
signation, welfare services and 
punishments will be decided. 


Freeing Men’s Services 


Both the A,T.S. and W.ALAF. 
have been so valuable in freeing 
men for other duties that they 
are to be greatly increased in 
| numbers. 


To-day there are 35,000 mem- 
bers of the A.T.S. and nearly 
double that number are needed. 
Women are also becoming increas- 
ingly necessary to the R.A.F. in a 
wide range of duties. 


It is felt that full status will 
make the Services even more at- 
tractive to women. 


Women On Education 


Capt. Margesson made it clear 
that A.T.S. women will be em- 
ployed only on work for which 
they have a special aptitude, in- 
cluding duties at searchlight and 
gun stations. There was a parti- 
cular need for women of good 
education. 

“The service will remain a 
women’s service,” he said, “under 
the general direction -of women. 
The disciplinary code of the Army 
will be applied to it only -in. so 
far as the wider responsibilities 1 
now envisaged necessitate.” 

Existing members were en- 
rolled on the understanding that 
they would be subject on active 
service to military law and any 
penalties that might be prescrib- 
ed. They were not, therefore, 
being subjected to conditions in- 
consis‘ent with the terms on 
which they enrolled.

It is true the Japanese landed in February 1939, 
and gradually took possession of ports and coast 
line, beginning with the capital, Kiungchow. It is 
also true they are still there — but never very far 
from the sapphire waters of the China Sea and the 


Gulf of Tongking. 


The vast interior of this rich 
tropical domain, which is larger 
than Belgium, is still Chinese 
with an organised government 
and a_ well-equipped guerilla 
army to harrass the invaders 24 
hours a day.

THE JAPANESE ARMY has a deeply rooted 
resentment against General Kazushige Ugaki, for 
once he slashed four divisions—some 20,000 men— 


from its man power. 


But there are those who say 


that should Japan’s 


positions in world affairs really become critical he is 
the man who would be called upon to lead the em- 


pire as premier. 

Once, some years ago, when the! 
first cabinet of Prince Konoye wus | 
in power, and General Ugaki was| 
foreign minister, the American! 
ambassador, Joseph C, Crew visit- . 
ed the foreign office with the de- 
mand that the United States pro- 
perties within occupied Chinese 
fereitory be respected and protect- 
ed. 


General Ugaki promptly gave 
him a positive answer. It was 4 
far different attitude that Am- 
bassador Crew had encountered 
there previously. 

In 1937 the aged general was 
unable to organise a cabinet: be- 
cause of army opposition. Just 
how highly he stands in the estim- 
ation of his fellow citizens is indi- 
cated by how he was accepted at 
the foreign office, where tradition 
has it that no other than a career 
diplomat jis welcome as foreign 
minister, 


Army Grudges 


General Ugaki was not that in 
any way. Yet not only the 
Japanese people but also the staff 
of the foreign office were happy 
to see him take over the post. It 
was generally accepted when the 
first cabinet of the present prem- 
jer, Prince Konoye. fell that 
Ugaki would organise a new 
cabinet. But the grudges of the | 
army are not soon forgotten, 

Beside being foreign minister he 
also had served ag war minister, 
and he is the only high ranking 
army officer who ever has held so 
many important posts outside his 
own field. He has been governor 
general of Korea, overseas minis- 
ter, war councillor, and his name 
is endlessly mentioned in connec- 
tion with the premiership. 


Something of the character of 
the man Is indlcated in the way 
he changed his name which ori- 
gina'tty was Mokuju Ugaki—a 
typlcal name for the son of a 
farmer, But Ugaki harboured a 
great ambition, for he wanted 
to rise to the leadership of his 
people. 


Admirer Of England 


So he took the name “Kazu- 
shige,” which means, “Kazu” or 
number one, and “shige” about to 
become. There have been many 
in the Far East who compare 
Ugaki with the famous German 
General von Hindenberg, because: 
among other things he came under 
his influence while he was mili- 
tary attache at the Japanese em-, 
bassy in Berlin. ;

King Haakon of Nor- 
way attended a luncheon 
held at Frascati’s Restau- 
rant, Oxford Street, some 
time ago to celebrate the 
formation of the Nor- 
wegian P.E.N. Club in 
England. 


An address was given by Dr. 
Wilheim Keilhau, historian and 
writer on scientific subjects. who 
was president of the P.E.N. in 
Oslo until the German occupation, 
and on whose initiative ndon 
has become the temporary seat 
of the Norwegian Centre. Miss 
Storm Jameson, president of 
London P.E.N., presided. 

Dr. Keilhau said that the first 
fatal fault of Hitler was that he 
did not make even an attempt 
to include in his so-called “new 
order” the traditions of the Great 
German poets and thinkers. The 
Norwegian people were fighting 
to maintain the traditions of the 
people and mental freedom. The 
future would give the strongest 
power ever seen — an jronclad 
cooperation between the demo- 
cracies and a union of all free 
nations. 

The union would assemble 
under one axis In London, and 
In this hemisphere London 
would be its natural capital. 
All negotiations for the peace 
to come would take place in 
London. In thls age the great 
struggle was between ideologies 
and Ideals, and Ideals would 
win, 
The

had resolved to establish in Lon-) 


don after the war an Anglo-Norse. 
Scientific Institute, to which all 
writers would be welcome. There 
would always be in London = so 
many P.E.N. writers that - the 
existence of their club would be 
secure for a long. time, and it 
would play its part in the British- 
Norwegian cooperation. 

It would please them particu- 
larly to practice this cooperation 
in this great city of hospitality 
and freedom, this town of chival- 
rous defence, this unconquerable 
fortress of democratic ideals and 
hopes for the futuré.

The next 
day they went to St. Jean de Luz 
to get permits for Spain, but they 
were just an hour too Jate. 


Returning to Bayonne they ieft 
in the steamship Queen Wil- 
helmina, and Mrs. Powell was 
left alone. She arranged to garage 
her car, and it was quite impos- 
sible to take her luggage on 
board the boat in which she was 
to travel. She had to discard 
everything.

Heavy Attack 


It is evident that our attack is 
heavy enough to have obliged the 
Germans to rush reserves. It ap- 
pears the British are tacticatly 
making use of fairly wide turning 
movements and that the R.A.F. is 
Biving ample support not only in 
attacking bases, airflelds and the 
enemy's lines of communications 
but also on the actual battlefield. 


The enemy seems to fear that 
this jg the first step in a serious 
and sustained attack but we 
must wait and see. It may only 
be a local offensive aiming at the 
capture of Halfaya Pass, 


In Syria. the British progress 
against Beirut and Damascus has 
been slow owing more to puvlitical 
considerations than to any mili- 
tary weakness of the British.

The story started at 11.30 aan, 
on Sunday, May 18, when accused 
hired a motor car for the day 
The brakes and car were in good 
order. At about 1.30 p.m., Dur- 
dan arrived at Kai Tak  aero- 
drame to visit Aircraftman Allen) 
and the two set out for town. 
They went to the Nathan Hotel. 
where they had some drinks and’ 


composed of 


they met two members of _ the 
Middlesex Regiment. They later 
decided to drive in the New Ter-! 
rjtories and at 3.30 p.m. reached 
the H. B. Brewery. The two 


soldiers got out of the car and 
had a short walk while the accus- 
ed stayed in the car. After a 
while, they decided to return to 
Kowloon, A watchman at the 
Brewery had opened one of the 
gates and was preparing to open 
the other. Without waiting for 


this, accused drove his car out, 


and was involved in an accident 
when he struck the side of the 
watchman's hut. 


“Drove Fast’’ 


On the way back, accused 


' drove fast and Allen had occasion 


to speak to him about it. On the 
Castle Peak Road, accused was 
still driving fast and, on one 
occasion, Allen saw something 
shoot 15 to 20 feet in” the air. 
This was a basket carried by a 


woman who was crossing the road. | 


Allen told accused who replied 
that no damage had been done 
and drove on. 

This woman would say that she 


saw the car at some distance and ; 


thought she had umple time to 
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cross the road. The woman, who 
was knocked down, was. taken to 
the hospital bv a Police constable, 
and she said that the cur was a 
black one and that there were 
four persons in it, one of whom 
was a European. 

The party reached Nathan 
Hotel and the party broke up. 
Allen left, while accused went to 
the Palace Hotel where he met 
two other friends from the Mid- 
dlesex Regiment. The party 
aecided to go to the New Terri- 
tories.

When all the signs 
point to an early intensi- 
fication of the world crisis| 
with, possibly, a vast. 
extension of the field of 
conflict, it is of interest to: 


_examine the arguments 
of those who justify an 
attitude of non-resist- 
ance to aggressors on the 
basis of a lofty contempt 
for the status quo. Brit- 
ain, they say, is fighting 
to maintain the status 
quo; United States aid to 
Britain assists her in that! 
fell task. These cranks 
employ the expression 
accusingly, as if, for 
example, the existence of 
Holland as a democratic, | 
capitalistic state were 
necessarily an evil, 
because Herr Hitler found 
the little country lying 
athwart his path to em- 
pire; as if, since the 
phrase, “Whatever is, is 
right,” is admittedly fat- 
lacious, the opposite must 
be true. 

But aside from this 
trick of logic, which is 
probably only the usual 
result of over-simplifica- 
tion of terms in debate, 
there is a more serious 
objection to the facile use

It ap- 
pears the British are tactica ly 
making use of fairly wide turninz 
movements and that the R.A.F. is 
Riving ample support not only in 
attacking bases, airfields and the 
enemy's lines of communications 
but also on the actual battlefield. 


The enemy seems to fear that 
this js the first step In a eertous 
and sustained attack but 
must wait and see. It may only 
be a local offensive aiming at the 
capture of Halfaya Pass. 


In Syria, the British progress 
against Beirut and Damascus has 
been slow owing more to political 
considerations than to any mili- 
tary weakness of the British.
